The agreenents nmay i nclude
charges for services rendered.

A financial plan identifying all costs related to this
project, and the sources and amounts of all paynents to cover these
costs and a copy of the appraisal and engineering assessnent shall be
submtted for approval to both the office of financial nmanagenent and
t he hi gher education coordinating board for approval before execution
of any contract.

Copi es of the financial plan shall also be submitted to the senate
ways and neans conmttee and the house of representatives capita
budget comm tt ee.

(c) Enter into a financing contract in the anmount of $2,874, 100

pl us fi nanci ng expenses and requi red reserves pursuant to chapter 39. 94

RCW to purchase and renovate the old federal building and associ ated

land in AOynpia for use by the secretary of state.
(d) Enter into a financing contract in the anmount of $6,990, 000

pl us fi nanci ng expenses and requi red reserves pursuant to chapter 39. 94

RCW to buy out the |ease and nmake inprovenents to the old Thurston

county courthouse for use by the attorney general.
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(2) Liquor control board:

Enter into a long-term| ease for a headquarters office in Thurston
County for approximately 46,000 square feet.

(3) Departnent of corrections:

(a) Enter into a long-termground | ease for 17 acres in the Tacoma
tide flats property from the Puyallup Nation for devel opnment of the
400-bed Taconma prerelease facility for approximately $360,000 per
annum Prior to entering into the | ease, the departnent shall obtain
witten confirmation fromthe city of Tacoma and Pi erce county that the
prerel ease facility planned for the site neets all Iand use,
envi ronmental protection, and community notification requirenents that
woul d apply to the facility if the I and was not owned by the Puyall up
nati on.

(b) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of the departnent of
corrections in the amount of $14, 736,900 plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto construct a 400- bed
Tacoma prerel ease facility. The departnent of corrections shall conply
with all |and use, environnental protection, and conmunity notification
statutes, regul ations, and ordi nances in the construction and operation
of this facility.

(c) Lease-develop with the option to purchase or | ease-purchase
approxi mately 100 work rel ease beds in facilities throughout the state
for $5, 000, 000.

(a) Enter into a financing contract on behal f of Watcom Community
Col l ege in the anobunt of $800, 000 plus financing expenses and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto develop a childcare center
costing $2,410,000. The bal ance of project cost will be a conbi nation
of local capital funds and nonstate funds provided through private
gifts or contributions.
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(b) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Pierce College in
t he anount of $750,000 plus financing expenses and required reserves
pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto devel op a new cl assroom buil ding on
t he Lakewood canpus costing $1,816,665. The bal ance of project cost

will be provided through a conbination of |ocal capital funds and
exi sting mnor works appropriation to replace relocatable classroons
that are at the end of their useful I|ives.

Technical College in the amount of $350, 000 pl us financi ng expenses and
requi red reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWfor construction of a
new cl assroomaddition to the di esel / heavy equi prent instructional shop
costing $411, 309.

(d) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Geen R ver
Comunity College in the amount of $1,526, 150 plus financi ng expenses
and reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWfor renodel of the Lindbl oom
student center buil ding.

(e) Enter into a financing contract on behal f of Ednonds Comrunity
College in the amunt of $2,787,950 plus financing expenses and

requi red reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto ((purechase—andrake

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coH-ege—<canpus)) develop a 10,000 square foot nmusic building on the
col | ege canpus.

(f) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Hi ghline Community
Coll ege in the amount of $((2-6#6633)) 6,000,000 plus financing and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWfor the purchase of 3
buildings in the Federal Way Center, currently being |eased by the
col | ege.

(g) Enter into a financing contract on behalf of Geen River
Community College in the amunt of $6,500,000 plus financing and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWt o purchase and devel op
a Kent education and training center.

(h) Enter into a financial contract on behalf of Geen River
Comunity College in the amount of $100, 000 plus financing and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto purchase approximately 1.5
acres of land adjacent to the westside parking |ot.

(i) Enter into a financial contract on behalf of Geen River
Comunity Coll ege in the amount of $500, 000 plus financing and required
reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto purchase 10 acres of |and
from King county.
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(jJ) Enter into a financial contract on behalf of South Puget Sound
Comunity College in the amount of $619, 210 plus financing and required

(k) Enter into a financial contract on behalf of South Puget Sound
Community College in the amunt of $5,500,000 plus financing and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto devel op a $6, 500, 000
student union facility.

(1) Enter into a financial contract on behalf of \Wwnatchee Valley
Col l ege in the amount of $500, 000 plus financing and required reserves
pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCWto purchase two buildings and property
contiguous to the coll ege canpus.

(5) State parks and recreation:

Enter into a financing contract on behalf of state parks and

NEW SECTION. Sec. 28. A new section is added to 1997 c¢ 235 to
read as foll ows:

The governor, through the office of financial nmanagenent, may
authorize a transfer of appropriation authority provided for capital
projects in this act to section 1 of this act for the office of
financi al managenent, Year 2000 building, facility, and equi pnment date
conversion: Contingency pool. These funds may then be allocated by
the office of financial managenent to agencies and institutions to
addr ess Year 2000 date conversi on mai ntenance on buil dings, facilities,
and equi prent .

For the purposes of this section, it is the intent of the
| egi sl ature that such transfers and al l ocations are authorized to deal
wi th the uni que chall enges posed by the Year 2000 date conversion and
the requirenment that state buildings, facilities, and equipnent
continue to function with a mninmumof disruption. Flexibility in the
use of appropriation authority allocated prior to the year 2000 is
essential as agencies and institutions assess the potential and seek to
remedy potential failures.

A report of all appropriation transfers and allocations effected
under this section shall be filed with the legislative fiscal
commttees of the senate and house of representatives by the office of
financi al managenent as they occur.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 29. This act is necessary for the imedi ate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnment and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
